About the l.tli of Uccember a party of Inillans, 
nnmberins about forty, and dressed in Mexican cos- 
ttnac, made their appearance UE Specrs' rauclie, at 
tiie Kairle Pass, crossing Turkey creek in broad day- 
light. "Ola man Speers came near losmsr Ins life, he 
not KlcBtifying tlietn as Indians until ttiey were 
close upon him. lie managed lo escape to slielter, 
and tlie Indians contented tlicmselvea with fating 
all tlie Horses tliey eoulil flml. 


Leaving Speers' house, they attacKed a Mexicau 
train encamped near by, tilled one Mexican, and 
earned oil as a captive a young boy. 
Xtiey tneu 


proceeded southerly, visited Finley's ranche, on the 
ChapBoroso. stealing, but not Killing, from wnence 
tliey passed to tne J'emlencia setileaient in me 
broad daylight of the naxt dav. Tliey surrounded 
tlie houses and drove the people Indoors and tooK 
every horse tliey could lay minds on. Here also a 
boy was taken by them and carried off.

It wnl bij reinoinbered that a short ! ime ago we 


gave an accsuat of me innaus ooernn'M practised 
uy boar sua-chers in the pursuit of their repulsive 
occupatioa, aud now liie burying grounds of tae city 
and county iniiruiaribs and of Lougview Asylum 
were depooulated of ttte dead naupers. 
\V e have 
now to record an incident of Wednesday night in 
the nistory ot Cunningham, familiarly called "Old 
Cunny," in which he was sadly nterrupted wlme 
encaged with two black experts in elevating a 
couple of subjects ml erred ni the graveyard used by 
the City Inliraiary, :ust in the rear of that institu- 
tion. 
It seems that this notorious veteran in the bus i- 
ncss, accompanied by -his t'.vo stalwart, assistants , 
s'artcd out Wednesday 1113111 on ihe avenue in Ms 
open spring wagon. Tlia objective pouit wa^ the 
buryinsr place ol paupers above mentioned. The 
uigat was cold and the air bracing. In order to 
Keep tne cold out and the aaimal teat, in '-oumiy' 
stopped at the Avenue House in Carthage ts "wet 
his whistle," between the hours or eleven and 
twelve, tie was also seen at eight o'clock, wnea a 
party of eight nersons, divining his movements, 
"Was at once formed, who followed him aud his 
assistants to the graveyard. Here, to the joy of the 
aged resurrectionist, he discovered two freshly made 
graves or two paupers whu had been buried the day 
beiore. The party in pursuit surrounded the grave- 
yard and commenced firing promiscuously at the 
ghouls just as they were m the act ol raising tne 
subjects irom their last resting place. The colored 
assistants at once dropped their tools and escaped 
througn the adjoining woods. Several shots were 
lited after them, none taking etfect. 
The party tuc-n advanced toward "Cunny" and 


told him to give himself up. He was told to hold 
up his bauds to show tuac he had no weapons in 
Ins pockets. But. he -was very obstinate, and reiused 
to hold up botli hands, resolutely keeping one of 
them 111 Ills pocket. An athletic fellow immediately 
brought a loaded rifle to bear upon him, but the cap 
snapped, and anctner was put on with like result. 
This little acciueut no doubt saved Cuuuy iroui be- 
coming food lor the dissecting room, anu seeing the 
determination of his captors to summarily d-spose 
of him he reluctantly gave himself up alter sliding 
Sown a steep hill of .530 feet lie handed over a 
seven shooter aud begged them "for GodM sake" to 
sparu his lira. Ue WiLs tncn taken back to the grave- 
jarcl, where Ms Horse aud wagon were s:a.iiding. It 
was then, ascertained fliat cno bodies had been un- 
covered but had. not been taken out of the graves. 
"Old Cunuy" with his shovels, picks and spades, was 
piled into the wagon, and the whole party gotin and 
accompanied him back to Carihuye.. He said he did 
not expect such a load of "bodies" to bring back. If 
he "could get twenty dollars apiece for the party he 
would do well." On the return to Carthage ne 
stopped at the six mile house, the "Black Hear," 
and another public house, and treaicd his captors 
profusely to the drmics, which cost him four or live 
dollars. He was then released aud started to the 
city with an empty wagon, while his doughty cap- 
tors dispersed to theirhom.es in the serene conscious- 
ness that they had done i heir duty. But while cuuny 
was away Irom the graveyard with his captors at 
Carthage, the negroes, who undoubtedly Uave been 
trained up in the detestable business by Old Cunny 
to the point of absolute perfection, returned to the 
graves, hoo'ked the subjects ont, put them m sacks 
and awaited the return or tiie evil genius. lie not 
long afterward made his appearance with, his 
wagon, having thrown his captora otf the scent by 
goiug back in the direction of the city. After they 
had dispersed he cautiously returned to the burial 
ground and secured his load after alL It is fair to 
presume that he made the medical fraternity pay an 
ample amount of Interest on the investment he uiade 
in drinks for tiie Carthage extemporized police.

has impeached Governor Holden. and he is to 
be tried before tho State Senate on charges 
and specifications of certain "high crimes and 
misdemeanors," in tho usurpation and exer- 
cise of despotic powers dangerous to the liber- 
tics of the people. Governor Holdun is a rad- 
ical; the Legislature impraohiag him is demo- 
cratic. 
Last summer certain murders and 


other outrages committed upon citizens in the 
back counties of North Carolina obnoxious to 
the Ku Klux Klan resulted in such excitements 
and disorders that Governor Holden proclaimed 
the disturbed counties in a States of insurrec- 
tion, and called out the militia to restore law 
and order. He. also appsaled directly to Presi- 
dent Grant for assistance, and the President's 
sympathies and convictions being on tlie side 
of the Governor, certain United Slates troops, 
if we aro not mistaken, were so placed in North 
Carolina as to be called into requisition, in 
the event of the failure of all other means to 
re-establish law and order in the alleged insur- 
rectionary counties. The troubles in ctueslion. 
however, were, with much wrangling, reduced 
to a sort of armistice, and then, baiug merged 
with other local and general issues into the State 
election, the result was a complete defeat of 
the Governor and his party, especially in the 
ultra Southern character aad materials of the 
Legislature elected.

1861 he was appointed to the chief command 
of the Spanish expedition against Mexico, 
which was intended to co-operate with the 
French and British forces.

A number of outrages were perpetrated 
Upon tho people and the priests by the Germans 
st Orleans. It is slated, evidently on French 
authority, that the Prussian forces at Paris 
amount to only about three hundred thousand 
men, and that there are only abont the same 
number free to operate against the French 


Cuba. 
peror Napoleon to carry ont the scheme of 
squelching an American republic and erecting 
a monarchy on our border. 
All were in- 


fluenced by the same motive, and Prim among 
the rest. It was a war against republicanism 
on the American Continent, and a blow aimed 
indirectly at this republic while it was in the 
agony of civil war.

The translation of tnis careful phraseology is 
simply a threat addressed to France to suppress tue 
consideration which has hitherto been shown to our 
insonera in Germany, and to render tnelr 
ives intolerable u we still relnse to submit.

The Steamer Aries Knns Aground Near the 


IlnluTi urn Capes— The First Officer and Four 
Men H.osl Wbiln Somidins— Arrival of the 
Steamer m.t Philadelphia. 


PHiLAnEHprnA, Dec. 26, 1S70. 


The steamship Aries arrived at this port at four 


o'clock thla morning, safe and sound. A HEBALD 
reporter boarded her and received the following 
statement from Captain Wylie:— 


We were coming np the coast on tho morning of 


December 23, tracking the beach, same as we 
always do, when we got caught inside Hereford bar. 
This occurred at seven o'clocK A. M. At ten o'clocfc 
A. ST., Jephtha Sears, flrst mate, anil four colored 
deck; hands, Enoch Jones, Robert Carrie, William 
Carry and Charles llall, were sent one to make 
soundings. 
They returned in about an hour. 


When within a 
boat's leneth of the ship 


one of tho men cramped his oar and the noat upset- 
Sears, Carty and CnrrLe wyte -washed away aaCL lost. 
.Tones ami Hall kept oa the bottom ot tbe bout. 
Captain Wjhe, second mate, chief engineer and 
pilot manned a second boat and went ro their assist- 
ance. They were rescued, but died m one hour 
from excessive cold. The second boat was carried 
out to sea and was rescued by the pilot boat Weldon, 
of Cape May. Jones and Hall were taken to Cape May 
and burled. It. was impossible to save them, although 
» surgeon from Cape May came in the pilot 
boat. Carty's and Currie's bodies were washed 
ashore. 
Sears' 
body 
was not 
recovered. 


Sears leaves a wife and child at Cape Cod. The 
negroes were natives of Delaware and Pennsylvania. 
The steamer Aries lost none of her fcauht; neither 
was she at all damaged. 


The HKUAI.D reporter asked the Captain why he 


run inside the lightship? The Captain laid It to 
vapor. The reporter suggested that the compass 
needle might have varied. The Captain positively 
declined to say whether It had, but said he was going 
on the same course as he always had. He Intimated 
that the needle did vary, bnt as it was indicative of 
carelessness on his part he would not admit it point 
WanK.

The 
principal are the fast of Gedailnii, in memory of 
tiie murder of riedaHab, tlie son of A'nikam; the 
fasr of the Tenth Month in memory of the 
siege of Jerusalem byJ-eDuchadiiezzar: ihe fast of 
fotlior. In memory of her fast of three days and 
iiiirhii before she attempted to stir the heart of tne 
great King in favor of her people, and the fast of 
Ab, \vhicti celebrates the burning of Jerusalem by 
N'ehucliadnezKar. Tiiese fasts are kept with, more 
or less strii-tness, by abstinence from food and labor 
from sunset till sunset and by various religious ob- 
servances.

is by far the ni'.s', solemn day of the whole .icwlsh 
year. Jl I.- he-Id on tne ti-ntu day of the month 
Tisri. Tiie lirst tea days of this month are called 
days of pcnlienc?, arid are marked by the addition 
of prayers and confessions to the usual daily sup- 
plications.

ivity and occasional stringency.

But the weather of 
Uic past week has caused great activity iu this line 
and creaied a demand lor currency Vnicli is the 
greater because il has been deferred so long. Com- 
plaiuts of Jlr. BoucwelPs new policy of hoarding 
cutrency are now becoming general, and as he will 
pronuuiy be influenced by tnese to increase his bond 
purcuascs, wuich have aesn uaaecouutably limited 
lately—considering the largo balances of both gold

nor, tils superintendent, paid a visit to the 
establishment in Part place l«r the purpose of 
pu:cnasii:g five cases ol shoes for the boys as 
Christmas guts, and on offering to pay for them the 
nrra generously refused to take the money, aud 
donated them 10 the boys. 
The regulatiens here 
are very simple. Breakfast at six o'clock and sup- 
per at seven; nitrlit school conmcnces at half-post 
seven P. M. During ten years 28,469 boys have been 
cared for by this institution and l.OOj truants have 
been returned to their mends. There is a savings 
bank in the house, and each boy hag a box of )iw 
own luto wuich he drops pennies and sumps, and 
at tne en« of me month the total amount la returned 
Co him. One thousand one hundred and four boys 
have used this bank during ihe year, tneir deposits
